Assessment wrangle 
may delay 1976 tax 


collection schedule |

Unless Madison County 
assessing officials succeed in a 
readjustment upward of 
assessment ratios on rural 
property, taxpayers -of- the 
urban areas, including the 
Quad-Ci , will continue to 
pay twice as much in taxes for 
county purposes as are paid by 
the owners of farm_ lands, 
James Barton of Granite City, 
county superintendent of 
assessments, reported last 
week. 

Assessment officials now are 
.making revisions in rural 
property assessments in 
compliance with a new state 
law requiring assessments on a 
33.33 per cent ratio for the 
county as a whole, but are 
confronted with mounting 
objections from rural lan- 
downers who, in recent years, 
have paid tax bills on 
assessment ratios as low as 17 
per cent of fair cash:value 

Barton explained that while 
rural property is being adjusted 
upward in the face of heavy 
opposition, there is little 
likelihood that the present 
assessment ratios .of Granite 
City, Nameoki, Venice and 
Chouteau township will decline 
immediately, although the 
present sales record ratios in all 
of those townships are well 
above the 33.33 per cent average 
ratio required by the state. 

Taxpayers of the urban area 
townships will benefit, however, 
in the amount of taxes they pay 
under the county tax rate after 
higher assessments are applied 
against owners of farm 
properties. For example, 
Barton said, Granite City 
taxpayers paid their county tax 
under an assessment ratio that 
was established at 37.16 per cent 
for the 1973 tax year, the last 
year for which average ratio 
figures are available, while 
owners of rural property were 
paying taxes on the basis of a 17

The help is in the form of a 
new Federal Trade Commission 
rule concerning mail order 
merchandise which goes into 
effect én Feb. 2. , 

According to the new rule, if a 
mail order seller cannot ship 
merchandise within the stated 
time, or if no time is stated, he 
must within 30 days after 
receiving an order notify the 
buyer of the delay and give him 
an option to cancel 

To help the consumer who 
wishes to cancel to do so, the 
mail order firm must give him 
an adequate cost-free means to 
cancel, such as a postage-paid 
card. If the consumer requests 
that his order be cancelled, the 
mail order firm must do so and 
refund the money. 

Ifa consumer doesn't respond 
to the seller's notice of delayed 
delivery and option to cancel, 
this will be taken as consent to a 
30-day delay. However, the 
consumer must expressly 
consent to any delays beyond 
extra 30 days. 

Other key provisions in the 
rule: 

—Require that,sellers of mail 
order merchandise have a 
reasonable basis for claims 
they make about shipping time. 

—Allow sellers one billing 
cycle to adjust a charge to a 
credit account, and seven days 
to provide a refund where the 


buyer has made payment by 
cash, check or money order. 

‘The new FTC rule only covers 
merchandise and does not cover 
“services connected with 
merchandise,"" such as mail 
order photo finishing. 

Also excluded from coverage 
are: 

1. Magazines and other serial 
deliveries, except for the initial 
shipment. 

2. Seeds and growing plants. 

3. Orders made on a collect- 
on-delivery (COD) basis.

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Bakalis links Walker to 


state’s revenue problems

Michael J. Bakalis, can- 
didate for the Democratic 
nomination as Tllinois state 
comptroller, was, in Granite 
City this month tq enlist 
‘Support for his campaign and to 
answer charges leveled here a 
day earlier by Governor Daniel 
‘Walker. 

Bakalis, the former state 
superintendent of public in- 
struction, called Walker, “One 
of the poorest managers and 
administrators of state 
government we have ever had 
and he is definitely one of the 
reasons we are in such a poor 
financial condition.”” 

He continued, ‘‘In four years, 
Gov, Walker ‘violated ‘every 
promise he made to the voters, 
both in administration and 
patronage. He said there would 
be no patronage. Instead, he has 
set up a patronage system the 
likes of which this state has 
never seen before.”’ 

He called it, “The most 
blatent abuse of patronage ever 
in Illinois.” 

He charged Walker with 
having ambitions of national 
Office and said the governor will 
attempt to enter the 
presidential primaries if he 
wins the governor’s 
nonimation. ‘That is what he 
‘really wants — National of- 
fice,’ Bakalis said. 

Bakalis predicted, ‘If Walker 
wins the primary, he will 
absolutely be a loser in 
November. I don’t see how he 
can win with the Republicans 
and half the Democrats against 
him.” 

Bakalis, who was forced from 
the state education office after 
Walker's election, said Walker 
was negative toward him 
because he supported Paul 
Simon in the primary of 1972 for 
governor. ‘There is no doubt 
Gov. Walker stacked the board 
of education to be negative 
toward me,” he told the Press- 
Record. 

Bakalis responded toa charge 
Gov. Walker made last week in 
Granite City that the slate on 
which Bakalis is running was 
hand picked by Mayor Richard 
J. Daley of Chicago, and none of 
the candidates was allowed to 
run for the office each really 
wanted. 

Bakalis said, “I announced 
some time ago that I would like 
to run for Lt. Governor, if Neil 
Hartigan did not run, Hartigan 
ran and an opportunity came 
for me to run for an important 
office and I did.” 

He continued, ‘Walker picked 
his own slate without consulting 
anybody, and then put two of his 
employes, who depend upon 
him for their paychecks, on the 
slate. 

Bakalis is running on a slate 
headed by Secretary of State 
Michael J. Howlett, candidate 
for governor, Others on the 
slate are Lt. Gov. Neil Har- 
tigan, seeking re-election; Alan 
J. Dixon for secretary of state, 
and Illinois Senate President 
Cecil A. Partee for attorney 
general 

“Our slate was put together in 
a legitimate process of iden- 
tifying people’s choices for 
candidates and putting a ticket 
together, Walker's slate is 
hardly an independent slate. It 
is a hypocracy of in- 
dependence,” Bakalis said. 

Turning to the positive 
aspects of his campaign, 
Bakalis said he feels 1976 marks 
a year in which the voters have 
two “critical concerns,’' the 
first being the economy and the 
second being “integrity and 
trust in governmental of- 
ficials.”” 

He said he feels he can aid the 
economy and put integrity into 
the state comptroller’s office. 

‘The office-is new, having been 
created’ by the 1970 Illinois

Constitution when the office of 
Auditor of Public Accounts was 
abolished, he explained. 

The office came into reality in 
1973, but as ‘‘a computer 
watcher’s office,” Bakalis said. 
He added he would like ‘‘to 
breathe a new life into the office 
so it will play a major role in 
creating state fiscal policy.” 

“Only 10 states in the union 
elect a comptroller,” Bakalis 
said, explaining, “There must 
be some reason’ why 40 states 
have decided not to. Unless this 
office can be given some 
authority beyond what it has 
had, we ought to think about not 
keeping it as an elected office, 
which is a waste of taxpayers’ 
money.”” 

He noted the office receives 
financial reports from local 
governments and issues reports 
on the fiscal condition of the 
state. All the work could be done 
by a computer, he said. 

“The office now plays no 
major policy-making role. That 
is a waste of the office and the 
expertise of the comptroller. 
The comptroller should make 
recommendations of the fiscal 
aspects of pending legislation. 

“I would be a vocal, viable 
advocate for some kind of policy 
which would make the com- 
ptroller a kind of in-house 
management consultant. 

“State government is very 
poorly managed," Bakalis said, 
commenting business methods 
of accounting and = ac- 
countability “are alien to state 
government."’ 

He said when the legislature 
was attempting to override 
Goy. Walker’s cuts in funding 
for schools, ‘‘there were dif- 
ferent figures on the state’s 
financial picture from the 
comptroller, the treasurer, the 
bureau of the budget, | the 
Illinois Fiscal and Economic 
Commission, the state Chamber 
of Commerce, the governor and 
many other sources. 

“None of them could agree on 
just how much money the state 
had. That is an absurd way to 
make policy,” Bakalis con- 
tended. 

He said the comptroller’s 
office should make a concensus 
of the fiscal condition of the 
state and should be able to give 
accurate information to the 
government and the press and 
to aid in making decisions on 
state policies. 

“T would see my role as 
comptroller as breathing a 
different kind of life into the 
office and giving it a substance 
that it hasn’t had before. 

“The comptroller should have 
some involvement in the 
legislative session and should 
put a cost analysis on every 
major piece of legislation.” 

He said he is a firm advocate 
of placing a one-year freeze on 
new spending into effect in 
Illinois, except in emergency 
situations. ‘Either we go broke 
or we raise taxes if we continue 
to spend at the rate we are,” he 
explained 


After the freeze expired, he 
said, “The comptroller could 
aid in a planned kind of de- 
escalation of expenditures over 
the next few years.” 

The candidate said he is well 
qualified for the comptroller’s 
job, since it is primarily an 
administrative position. “It is 
not a bookkeeping or auditing 
Office. Most people don’t un- 
derstand that,” he.said. 

“] have proven myself as a 
qualified administrator. In the 
state education office I had 1,000 
employes and a $12 million 
operating budget. I had to audit 
1,300 school districts. 

“When I took office, only the 
schools in 25 counties had been 
audited. I initiated new 
proceedures and had all 102 
counties audited when J left. In 
the process, I recovered $2 
million for the state. 

“I operated the office on a 
smaller budget and with a 
smaller staff each consecutive 
year I was in office. About 80 to 
5 per cent of my job was the 
same thing I would be doing as 
comptroller. 

“T successfully ran a very, 
very large state agency, which 
is about the same as being 
president of a large cor- 
poration,” Bakalis noted. 

He commented, ‘Fiscal 
responsibility must be brought 
into state government and as 
comptroller, I feel I could aid 
the legislators and give them 
the information, they need to 
make the right decisions for this 
state. We can live within our 
budget and the people expect us 
to. 


“The time is right for a 
change,” Bakalis concluded.

1,902 of SIUE students 
in 31-or-older age group 


Student enrollment for the 
winter qparter at Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville has risen more than five 
per cent over last year at this 
time, according to figures 
released today by the ad- 
missions and records Office. 

With 459 more students than 
last winter, enrollment climbed 
this week to 11,290, according to 
Robert Brucker, director of 
admissions and records. This is 
the sixth consecutive quarter 
that enrollment at the 
educational institution has 
shown an increase. 

The figures do not include 
students enrolled in SIUE 
programs at U.S. Military 
Airlift Command bases 


RECORD NUMBER OF 
NEW ILLINOIS FIRMS 

Michael J. Howlett, secretary 
of state, announced last week 
that $26,841,269 was collected in 
fees and taxes by his cor: 
poration division in 1975, the 
second highest year for 
collections in the history of the 
division. The record year, 1969, 
was the year before the 
minimum annual franchise tax 
was reduced from $100 to $25. 

The division also set a record 
by forming or licensing 18,823 
new corporations in 1975, or 
1,493 more than the 1973 record; 
1,855 new corporations of all 
types were incorporated or 
licensed in Illinois during 
December, the largest ever for 
a December. The December 
revenue was $479,993. 


throughout the country and in 
the Portuguese Azores. Nor do 
they reflect enrollment in ex- 
tension courses taught in areas 
away from the Edwardsville 
campus. 

Statistics from other years 
show that 10,731 students were 
enrolled at SIUE during the 1975 
winter quarter and 10,387 
students were enrolled in the 
same period of 1974.

At SIUE, 
enrollment in fall 1975 totaled 
12,212. 

The increase in the current

The percentage of mature 
students attending SIUE during 
the fall rose dramatically over 
the fall enrollment of 1974. 

“I feel there are more 
students out there who want to 
get an education. I don’t think 
the value of a college degree has 
diminished, as it is generally 
assumed,” Soliday said. 

A breakdown by classes at the 
undergraduate level shows 
current enrollment includes 
2,748 freshmen, 1,939 
sophomores, 1,956 juniors and 
2,180 seniors. 

At the graduate level, there 
are 2,259 students attending the 
university along with 84 un- 


classified students. There are || 


124 students in the School of 
Dental Medicine. 
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Categorized by schools at the 
undergraduate level, the School 
of Business has the largest 
enrollment with 1,353 students. 
The School of Education is the 
second largest with 1,154 
students. 

Other totals include: School of 
Fine Arts, 746; School of 
Science and Technology, 644; 
School of Social Sciences, 445; 
School of Nursing, 385; Deans 
College, 219; School of Dental | 
Medicine, 124; and the School of | 
Humanities, 86. 

Included in the count are 3,799 
students in the General Studies 
Division—students who have 
not yet declared a major—and | 


81 students who are not in a 
degree program. 

In the Graduate School, there. 
are 1,603 candidates for 
master’s degrees, 58 students in 
specialist’s. programs, 241 
students, who have applied for 
graduate programs and are 
awaiting decisions, and 356 
students taking graduate 
courses not leading toward a 
particular degree.

Special assistant to Secretary of - 
the Navy Frank Knox, and for 
the following seven years was 
deeply and variously involved 
in diplomacy and world 
government. 

His governorship provided a 
local interlude in a national and 
an international career. 

Perfuaded 
candidate for governor in 1948 
by Democratic Boss cob 
Arvey, Stevenson surpirsingly * 
won by the largest majority 
ever given a gubernatorial 
victor to that time. 

In spite of his relative lack of 
experience with the merciless 
complexities of Ilinois politics, 
his accomplishments as 
governor were impressive. 

He sent state policemen 
crusading against commercial 
gambling downstate when 
local officials failed to act. 

And, much to the chagrin of 
the regular Democrats, he 
established a merit system in 
the state police force, ending 
the custom of political ap- 
pointments. : 

He increased state aid to 
school districts; placed the 
state’s welfare program on a 
merit basis; and converted the 
formerly political State Com- 
merce Commission, which 
fixed utility rates into a non- 
partisan body. 

Defeated in a move to call a 
constitutional convention, he 
did managé the adoption of a 
gateway amendment for 
changing the outdated con- 
stitution of 1870. 

Stevenson began moder- 
nization of the state government 
through a series of reform 
measures, and in the process 
lopped 1,300 . nonworking 
politicians from the payroll. 

During his governorship, he 
articulated a great faith in 
and a reasoned support of 
democracy as a governing 
process and as a way of life. 

He believed that govern- 
ment should be ‘‘as small in

In his veto message, 
Stevenson maintained that ‘“‘to 
question, even by implication, 
the loyalty and devotion of a- 
large group of citizens is to 
create an atmosphere of 
suspicion and distrust which is 
neither justified, healthy, nor 
consistent with our traditions.” 

This action as well as his 
brief, favorable reference to 
Alger Hiss led his opponents to 
accuse him of being. “‘soft on 
Communism.” 

Nevertheless, in the midst of 
the red scare of the McCarthy 
period, . Adlai Stevenson 
remained a firm spokesman for 
freedom, maintaining that 
“academic freedom, freedom to 
think, and freedom to speak are 
the best antidote to Com- 
munism and tyranny.” 

In spite of a series of un 
fortunate events during his 
governorship—including a sad 
but widely publicized divorce, a 
famous horsemeat scandal, and 
several examples of corruption 
in high places (which the 
governor immediately moved to 
correct)—Stevenson was the 
choice of President Truman 
and other Democratic leaders 
to run for President in 1952. 

His reluctant acceptance 
made him.the first Presidential 
candidate from Illinois since 
Ulysses S. Grant, but gave him 
an undeserved reputation tor 
being indecisive. 

Thoroughly defeated by 
Dwight Eisenhower in 1952 and 
again in 1956, he became a 
foreign policies adviser to John 
F. Kennedy and a Kennedy- 
appointed U. S. ambassador to 
the United Nations with cabinet 
status until his death in 1965. 

His ideas are contained in 
seven published books 

Major Campaign Speeches, 
1952; Call to Greatness; What I 
Think; The New America; 
Friends and Enemies; Putting 
First Things First; and Looking 
Outward. 

A man of style and ideals, 
humorous, sensitive, 
reasonable and gracious, he 
raised both the moral and the 
intellectual tone of political 
debate, his life a testimony to 
his great faith in human dignity 

In, many ways Stevenson 
earned his devoted nationwide 
following as well as the tribute 
as “a great and good Illincisan 
and American” more for what 
he was and stood for than what 
he directly accomplished. 

But that may make the honor 
even more greatly deserved.

I said, ‘I will if you 
will.’ They refused. You never 
read that I refused and they 
offered,” the governor com- 
mented. 

He said he has declined to 
disclose his 1972 campaign 
financing because of fear of 
retaliation against persons who 
contributed. 

“Think about a small 
businessman in South Chicago 
‘who gave $100. There is no doubt 
the Chicago aldermen and the 
machine would retaliate 
against him. No doubt. 

““] will stand on my record. I 
offered to do it and, since 
everyone refused, I won't do it,”” 
Walker replied. 

He said, that if others had 
agreed in advance of the 1972 
campaign to disclose their 
finances, “that South Chicago 
businessman would have known’ 
in advance that it would have 
been disclosed."’ 

He said he opposes gun 
control measures, commenting 
that he and his son are hunters. 
“I'd like to see them try to take 
my gun away,” he asserted.

in Illinois history elected to four 
consecutive terms of statewide 
office. 

On Nov. 7, 1972, he was 
elected secretary of state by 
172,783 votes, the largest 
plurality of any of the victorious 
Democrats on the state ticket.

He 
was the only auditor in Illinois 
history elected with governors 
of both parties.

very best friends this area has 

ever had.” 4 

“The Mississippi River 
Festival has always been more 
than a festival to Dr. Rert- 
dieman,” Jobn Paul Davis, 
general counsel and assistant to 
Pen said.

“Few men have the 
imagination and vision that 
John Rendleman has," Simpson 
commented. 

Because of its recurring 
financial problems, the MRF 
board of directors voted three 
times one season before 
deciding to continue it; Dr.

He had made a com- 
mitment to himself, to the many 
volunteers who gave of their 
time and talents to the festival, 
to the university community, 
and to the business and in- 
dustrial community of the St.

Timing of 'broken promise’ trapped Senator backs 


schools into fund dilemma 


To make possible full funding 
of state aid to the common 
schools, Ilinois government 
must have more prudent 
management, gubernatorial 
candidate. Michael J. Howlett 
said Friday’ in Champaign. 
Addressing Illinois Principals 
Association Region IV, he said 
he supports full funding of the 
resource equalizer formula. 

To have money available for 
education, the state govern- 
ment must live within its 
means, like any business or 
household, he said.~ 

“According to George Lind- 
berg, state comptroller, during 
the first six months of this fiscal 
year, we have spent $303 million 
more from the General Fund 
than we took in.” Secretary of 
State Howlett said. 

“The balance in the general 
fund at the close of books Dec. 
30 was only $12 million, less 
than half the average daily 
demand on the general fund. 

“Irresponsible budgeting and 
the highest spending in Illinois 
history led us into our school 
funding crisis. 

“Gov. Walker promised full 
funding for this year, and then 
switched to a cutback. His 
broken promise forced school 
boards all over Illinois to break 
their own commitments. 

“The 1970 Constitution clearly 
“fixes on the state the primary 
responsibility for financing the 
system of public education. 

“When I am governor, we will 
meet that responsibility. 

“We will support the resource 
equalizer formula which the 
legislature voted into law in 
1973. 

“We will meet fuliy the 
obligation of state government 
to our children. 

“Confidence in government is 
lower today than ever before 
during my 15 years as a state 
officehojder,” Howlett asser- 
ted. 


“We can restore that con-

fidence only if leaders of 
government promise only what 
can be done and fully carry out 
the promises they make. 

“That is the principle I have 
followed and will continue to 
follow as governor. 

“When the legislature 
rewrote the school aid formula 
to increase state funding of 
public schools, it containéd a 
schedule for spreading the 
increased cost over four years. 

“Since then, the legislature 
has consistently voted to meet 
the obligations of this law by 
‘full funding? of it. 

“In 1974, Gov. Walker said we 
had a fiscal crisis. He called for 
the full funding formula to be 
cut $78 million for fiscal 1975. 

“The claim of fiscal crisis 
proved to be phony. In March 
1975; the governor reversed 
himself and called for full 
funding for fiscal 1976 

“On June 12, 1975, the 
governor switched again and 
called for a cutback of $120 
million, 

“During these three 
months, school boards all 
over Illinois made responsible 


plans and locked themselves 
into binding contracts. 

“They banked on the ex- 
pectation that state govern- 
ment would live up to the 
promise of full funding,"’ 
*Howlett said. 

“The governor’s cutback in 
the primary source of state aid 
to the public schools was despite 
the fact that his own budget 
called for an overall increase of 
$2 billion 400 million — much 
greater than the original 
education increase. 

“The legislature again, ap- 
proved full funding, but the 
governor cut out $81 million 
from the resource equalizer 
formula along with $64 million 
from other school programs. 

“Attempts by the legislature 
to restore these funds over his 
veto failed in the Senate after 
passing the House. 

“We have a constitutional, 
legal and moral commitment to 
provide these funds as early as 
possible. 

“Illinois state government 
can make these funds available 
if we control and contain state 
spending in non-essential 
areas.”

submit returns 


Servicemen and women on 
active duty with the U.S. armed 
forces are not required to pay 
Illinois income taxes on their 
military pay, byt State Revenue 
Diréctor Robert H. Allphin says 
they should file an linois in- 
come tax return if they claim 
Illinois as their legal residence. 

Allphin heads the Illinois 
Department of Revenue, which 
administers the state's income 
tax law. 

“Even though active duty pay 
is exempt from the Illinois 
income tax, servicemen and 
women who call Illinois their 
legal residence must file an 
Illinois income tax return,” the 
director said. 

“The return and = ac- 
companying W-2 will verify that 
this is active duty pay, which is 
not subject to taxation." 

Allphin said other income 
earned by Illinois residents on 
active duty may be subject to 
the income tax and should be 
declared on the return. 

In addition to regular active 
duty pay, some other military 
pay is exempt from the state 
income tax, including pay 
earned by: 

—Reservists and National 
Guardsmen on full-time duty. 

—Reservists and National 
Guardsmen during annual 
summer training camp. 

—National Guardsmen in 
federal service during civil 
disturbances or national 
emergency. 

Reserve and Guard pay for 
time spent at weekly or monthly 
training sessions is not exempt 
from the state income tax.

Gl-insured veterans 


Illinois veterans who kept 
their insurance policies in force 
following discharge will be 
$19,760,000 richer by the latter 
part of February as a result of 
the Veterans Administration’s 
decision to pay insurance 
dividends on an accelerated 
basis. 

Richard L. Roudebush, VA 
administrator, says the largest 
amount will go to World War IT 
veterans who have retained 
their National Service Life 
Insurance in force. 


In Mlinois, 196,289 World War 
II veterans will receive 
$18,059,588, for an average of 
about $92 each. 

World War I veterans: in 
Illinois will receive $1,053,000 
which will be distributed to 5,399 
veterans. The average payment 
will be $195. 


Korean veterans will receive 
$702,000. Their average 
dividend will be $19 as 37,381 
have retained their policies. 

Roudebush said that 
nationally the dividend will be a 
record $376.8 million, or $41.2 
million more than last year. 

‘The administrator pointed out 
some veterans will receive 
more and others less than the 
average, depending on their 
insurance plan, amount of in- 
surance, age at issue or renewal 
and the duration the policy has 
been in force. 

Amounts to any veteran 
receiving dividends may vary 
from slightly over a dollar to as 
much as several hundred 
dollars. 

The dividend is paid 
automatically and veterans do 
not need to apply in order to 
receive their money.

Today and. tomorrow will be 
busy for’ Madison school of- 
ficials as they will be on the 
road working toward com- 
pleting financial arrangements 
for a new junior high school as 
well as trying to understand 

oposed state’ guidelines af- 
feeting ‘the district’s 
desegregration plans. 

Today, Superintendent John 
Palcheff, Assistant Superin- 
tendent Wade James, some 
board members -and the two 
architects of a proposed new 
junior high school are to meet 
with Illinois Capital Develop- 
ment Board officials in 
Springfield to discuss ‘proper 
handling of the local share of 
funds for a new junior high. 


The state has offered a 
$1,780,000 grant for constructing 
the school, if the district will put 
@ $758,000 local share in a state~ 
operated trust fund as the local 
share for construction. 

The local share is being 
raised by selling general 
obligation bonds, authorized by 
a’ recent successful bond 
election. 

The local officials are to meet 
today with architectural 
engineers, a fund analyst and 
the project manager of the 
Capital Development Board to 
attempt to work out the jfinal 
details on design and financing 
for the proposed school. 

Tomorrow, the Madison 
school officials are to be in 
Champaign at a hearing on 
proposed guidelines for 
desegregation throughout the 
state. 

The issue is of particular 
interest to the Madison district, 
which has been informed by the 


state intendent of public 
instruction’s office that its 
desegregation , plans are not 
acceptable. 

The proposed new state 
guidelines will be presented to 
the’ state Board of Education 
Feb. 12, along with suggestions 
made during tomorrow's 
hearing. The state board then is 
expected to revise its general 
state desegregation program. 

Palcheff explained the pur- 
pose and importance of this 
week’s meetings during a 
special meeting of the Madison 
Board of Education Thursday 
night.

and stop and take a good, hard 
look at each request.” 

In an unrelated incident, 
which aided Hagnauer in 
making his point, the board 
tabled action on a right-of-way 
request from Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co., for an easement 
through a proposed county park 
in Wood River. 

After a lengthy discussion, 
the board voted 14-11 to pur- 
chase a car for an investigator 
being utilized by the Madison 
County state’s attorney’s office. 

A grant from the South- 
western Illinois Law. Enfor- 
cement Commission pays 90 per 
cent of the cost of the in- 
vestigator program, including 
90 per cent of the $4,400 car and 
its maintenance and fuel. 

Board members expressed 
two objections to purchasing the 
car. 

Some feared- that purchasing 
a car for the investigator would 
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set a precedent which would 
lead to other county officials 
wanting cars for their own use. 

Other board members ob- 
jected to purchasing the 
Mercury Monarch requested 
because lower bids had been 
received from other dealers on 
other makes of cars. 

It was only after a tag line 
was added to the motion to 
purchase the car that board 
members approved it. The tag 
line said that the car was being 
purchased for the investigator, 
only because it was being 
purchased with a 90 per cent 
grant, and that the action was 
not to be construed by other 
county officials as a precedent 
for purchasing more cars for 
officials. = 

It also was noted that the 
grant is for one year only and 
the ownership of the car will 
remain with the county after the 
program expires, unless 
another grant is offered next 
year. 

Hagnauer told the board-he 
felt the county should make 
every effort to accept all grant 
offers, ‘‘because if we don’t get 


the money, it is just going to go 
to somecne else,” he said. 

He noted the overall grant is 
$44,000, even though the state 
reduced it from the $80,000 it 
first offered. 

Board members objected 
because bids first were sought 
on a.car with the notation the 
bids were not to exceed $4,200. 

Only bids for compact cars 
were received and the county 
requested more grant money to 
purchase a bigger ar. 
Approval was given and bids 
received the second time 
rariged from $4,072 to $4,399 for 
medium sized cars. $ 

The investigator suggested 
the Monarch for $4,362, saying 
other police departments had 
experienced less maintenance 
and better handling for police 
work in Monarchs than in the 
other cars on which bids were 
received. 

Agreement on the issue was 
not reached, resulting in the 
split vote when the car purchase 
from Piasa Lincoln-Mercury, 
Alton, was approved.

Pure water goals may » | 
not be met by 1977 


It is essential that water 
pollution control requirements 
scheduled for 1977 be completed 
by both industry and 
municipalities before any 
decision is made to.move to the 
water requirements scheduled 
for 1983, Frederick G. Jaicks, 
chairman of the American Iron 
and Steel Institute, said last 
week in Washington before the 
National Commission on Water 
Quality. 

Data compiled in a staff 
report of the commission 
supports this conclusion, he 
said. 

Jaicks, who is also chairman 
of Inland Steel Co., praised the 
work of the commission staff 
and urged that the NCWQ be 
empowered to complete its 
mission of determining all the 
aspects of meeting — or not 
meeting the 1983 water 
requirements. 

The staff report concludes 
that neither public nor private 
sectors of the American 
economy will be able to meet 
the schedule for compliance 
with the 1977 water quality 
requirements, Jaicks said. 

Therefore, before moving on 
to the. 1983 requirements, he 
said, ‘we should await the 
improvements in water quality 
which will result from the 1977 
requirements” when they are 
finally met. 

Jaicks agreed with the staff 
report’s statement that 
“measuring and analytical 
techniques are not good enough 
in many instances to tell us the 
value of the incremental water 
quality improvements”’ that 
might occur under the 1983 
requirements. 

On the other hand, Jaicks 
called attention to some 
“erroneous assumptions” in the 
staff report and to the exclusion 
of certain other factors that he 
feels should be addressed in the 
commission's final report to 
Congress. 

He contested the assumption 
that cost increases from en- 
vironmental expenditures could 
be passed on as price increases. 
“Recent federal intervention in 
steel industry pricing and the 
impact of foreign competition 
from steel imports” refute this 
assumption, he said 

Jaicks also noted that the 
staff report failed to include the 


-cost of the capital needed to 


meet water control 
requirements. When these are 
added to operating and main- 
tenance costs, he said, annual 
costs will be more than seven 
times annual benefits by 1985. 

The steel indystry is vitally 
concerned with the issues of 
capital formation and the ex- 
pansion of steelmaking 
eapability to meet the demand 
for steel in the years ahead, 
Jaicks said. 

“We are also concerned’ that 
any diversion of capital from 


productive uses, without a 
suitable environmental return. 
will result.in the needless export - 
of jobs to the detriment of our 
economy.” 


Total steel industry capital 
costs, including environmental 
spending, capacity expansion 
and replacement of existing 
facilities, will be about $5.5 
billion per yeat over the period 
1975 to 1983, Jaicks said. 

Of this, $1.4 billjon per. year 


. would be for pollution control. 


As a basis for comparison, 
Jaicks cited the steel industry’s 
average capital expenditure for 
all purposes between 1968 and 
1975 of $1.7 billion per year. 

Achievement of the 1977 
requirements would remove 96 
per cent of total contaminants 
from steel industry effluents, 
Jaicks said. He stressed, “‘It is 
imperative that we consider the 
cost effectiveness of proceeding 
from 1977 to 1983 guidelines.” 

In the judgment of the steel 
industry, he said, “it would be 
most unwise to proceed blindly 
to implement 1983 guidelines 
without first determining the 
justification for such a costly 
dollar- and energy-consuming 
action.”” 

In concluding, Jaicks reaf- 
firmed the industry's judgment 
that “incremental costs in- 
volved in proceeding from 1977 
requirements to 1983 
requirements are not justi 
by the incremental benefits.”

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Plan will curb access to 
education, citizens contend 


Massive opposition to tuition 
proposals in Master Plan — 
Phase IV as proposed by the 
Illinois Board of Higher 
Education (BHE) was ex- 
pressed at a public hearing 
Wednesday in Carbondale, the 
last of a series of six state-wide 
sessions held to receive public 
reaction to the proposed plan. 

Oral testimony from nearly 60 
persons and written statements 
from many others were 
directed at the BHE proposals 
at a four and one-half hour 
public hearing Tuesday evening 
at Belleville Area Community 
College 

No testimony was given at 
BAC in favor of the tuition 
proposals, and other aspects of 
the master plan were attacked 
as well. 

Students from Southern 

Illinois University at Edward- 
sville were the most outspoken 
against the BHE plan. 
* Robin Roberts, student body 
president and chairman of the 
Illinois Association of Student 
Governments, said, ‘‘We are 
disturbed that the Board of 
Higher Education has taken 
action which can only thwart 
the Tlinois constitution which 
says, ‘A fundamental goal of the 
people of the state is the 
educational development of all 
persons to the limits of their 
capacities, and the state has the 
primary responsibility for 
financing the system of public 
education.’ 

“In fact, we are outraged,” 
Roberts continued. 

“I can tell you that Illinois 
students — and all who truly 
care about higher education in 
this state — are not going to 
accep} your proposed tuition 
increase. We're prepared to 
fight. We're going to fight you 
every step of the way from here 
to the governor's office.” 

John Harizal of Granite City, 
SIUE student member of the 
SIU Board of Trustees, charged 
the BHE with conflicts of in- 
terest in that ‘three-fifths of the 
members of the Board of Higher 
Education were educated in the 
private sector” and ‘several 
members of the Board of Higher 
Education are members of 
boards of trustees of private 
schools."" 

Harizal said he does not 
believe the BHE members are 
as concerned as they should be 
about low-income workers and 


who spoke at the 

Belleville hearing included 

community college presidents, 

business leaders, State Senator 

Kenneth Hall of Bast St. Louis, 

members of the SIUE faculty 

and staff and representatives of 
many community and regional 

organizations. . 

Most of the t jony was 
aimed at the BHE plan to 
increase undergraduate 
tuition to a level equaling one- 

, third of instructional costs 
and graduate school tuition to 
a level one-third higher than 
undergraduate tuition. 

The BHE plan also provides 
that undergraduate tuition 
waivers not exceed two per 
cent of the school’s “annual 
fall full-time equivalent 
undergraduate enrollment.” 
Emil Jason, assistant vice- 
president for special programs 
and minority affairs at SIUE 
and chairman of the SIU Task 
Force To Oppose Tuition 
Increases, said, “Increases in 
tuition will have a serious effect 
on enrollment at all the 
universities, but SIU’s student 

- body will be, perhaps, the most 
seriously affected. 

“A limitation on tuition 
waivers will be felt at all the 
universities, particularly in the 
athletic programs. But at SIUE 
the university’s commitment to 
affirmative action will be en- 
dangered, for the tuition waiver 
is the most useful tool we have 
to introduce the disadvantaged 
and-or minority population to 
higher education at the four- 
year university.” 

Jason said the Illinois State 
Scholarship Commission (ISSC) 
has not provided the answer to 
the problem: ‘The tuition 
waiver has proved to be the 
most successful means of 
providing financial help.”

SCOTT RULES 
Dual office law 


still confusing 


By RAY SERATI 


SPRINGFIELD Even 
though a law was passed and 
rulings made there is still 
some confusion as to whether 
county board members may 
serve simultaneously as 
township supervisors. 

Last summer Gov. Dan 
Walker approved legislation 
allowing county board mem- 
bers to serve in the second 
post as a township supervisor 
until 1977. 

The State Board of Elec- 
tions in a recent ruling has 
held that the board members 
who also serve as township 
supervisors whose board 
terms expire this year may 
run again, This could mean 
that they would be able to 
serve on the county board un- 
til 1980, but they would have 
to resign or give up the post of 
supervisor when that term 
expires next year. 

In some instances some 
county board members who 
are serving as supervisors 
have filed nominating peti- 
tions for re-election to the 
board posts. If they survive 
the primary and general 
elections it means they will 
be serving in the dual capac- 
ity for at least another few 
months. 

So those board members 
who have chosen to run again 
for re-election to the county 
board can postpone their de- 
cision on the supervisors’ job 
until it comes up again for re- 
election. This has caused 
some problems on the so- 
called grassroots local gov- 
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ernment level. 

The problem concerning 
the dual offices started when 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott 
ruled that serving in both 
posts could lead to # possible 
corfflict of interest. 

Scott said he made the rul- 
ing because of a new law 
which allowed counties’to en- 
ter into intergovernmental 
cooperation agreements with 
the townships. He said a 
township supervisor who be- 
came a county board mem- 
ber, or a board member who 
became a township super- 
visor after Sept. 5, 1974, 
would have to resign the prior 
office. The September date 
was used because that was 
the effective day of the inter- 
governmental agreement 
law. 

So during the spring-sum- 
mer session the General As- 
sembly passed a law to allow 
the county board member-su- 
pervisors to hold both posts. 
It allows them to hold both 
posts only until 1977. The law 
also provides that any action 
taken by the dual office hold- 
ers is legal and all contracts 
are binding.
